Thanks for his Travels; ſince

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or Women, to dine with him in 


ing, whilſt he fed their Bo- 
dies, to comfort their Spirits, by 
ſome chearful Diſcourſe, gene- 
rally mixt with ſome ufeful In- 
ſtruction. And when they had 
dined, the Remainder was divi- 
ded among them, to carry home 
to their Families. 

By his Inſtruction and Exam- 
ple, he aw'd Men into a Senſe of 
Religion and Duty. He often 
deplord the Condition of the 
Poor at Wells, (who were very 
numerous.) And as he was cha- 
ritably diſpoſed, ſo he was very 
earneſt in contriving proper Ex- 
pedients of Relief; and thought 
no Defign could better anſwer all 
the Ends of Charity, than the 
ſetting up a Work-houſe in that 
Place. But judging it not practi- 
cable without the Advice, or at 
Mn 4 


his Hall: Always endeavour- 
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leaſt the Aſſiſtance, of the Gen- 
tlemen, he therefore often met, 
and conſulted with them ; but 
not finding any ſuitable Encou- 
ragement, he was force d to deſiſt. 


In this he had a double View ; 


to reſcue the Idle from vicious 
Practice, and Converſation ; and 
the Induſtrious, from the Op- 
preſſion of the Tradeſmen ; who, 


to uſe his own Expreſſion, did 


grind the Face of the Poor, grow- 
mg Rich by their Labour, and ma- 
kmg them a very ſcanty Alluwance 
for their More. 

His Conduct at the Time of 
the Rebellion under the Duke of 
Monmouth, had ſufficiently con- 
firm'd King James in Opinion of 
his Duty and Allegiance; inſo- 
much, that altho' he daily reliev'd 
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ſome Hundred of the Rebel Pri- 


ſoners, then in Wells, daily pray- 
ing with them in Perſon; the 
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King judging that it was only 
out of a Principle of Duty to 
diſtreſſed Brethren, to ſa ve them 
from periſhing both in Body and 
Soul, never ſo much as harbour- 
ed any jealous Thought of him: 
| Nay, fo far did that King enter- 
tain Hopes of his abſolute Obe- 
dience to his Will and Pleaſure, 
that altho' many of his Sermons 
were fram'd againſt the Church 
of Rome, yet it was thonght 
worth while toattempttogain him 
over to the Intereſt of that Party 
at Court; but fo ineffectually, 
that upon the preaching of one 
of the 1 wo Sermons now pub- 
*Z Jliſhd, and in the King's own 
Chapel at Vbite-Hall, (which 
ſeems wholly intended againſt, 
both the Popiſb and Fanatick Fa- 
ctions, then united at Court; ) and 
it being miſrepreſented to the 
King, (who had not been preſent 
2 at

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at Divine Service) but ſending 
for the Biſhop, and cloſetting him 
on the Occaſion, received nothing 


in Anſwer, but this Fatherly Re- 


p:imand ; T hat if his Majeſty 


had not neglected his own Duty of 


being preſent, his Enemies had 
miſs'd this Opportunity of accuſing 
him: Whereupon he was diſ- 
miſs'd. | 

But altho' that Prince did not 
miſtake his Integrity, yet cer- 
tainly he was miſtaken in him on 
a much more fatal Occaſion ; for 
now came the Diſpenſing Power 


1n Play, and his Majeſty's Decla- 


ration of Indulgence, was ſtrictly 
commanded to be read; when 
this Biſhop was one of the Seven, 
who openly oppoſed the reading 
it, ſuppreſs'd thoſe which were 


ſent to him to be read in his Dio- 


ceſe, and petitioned the King 


not to purſue, what was likely 
* on 
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to prove ſo prejudicial both to 


Church and State: Which Peti- 
tion being called treaſonable, was 
made the Occaſion of committing 
him to the Tower, in order to a 


Tryal: All which being already 
well known, I ſhall no longer 
dwell on fo grating a Subject. 
But tho' he dared to diſobey his 
Sovereign, in order to preſerve 
the Purity of his Religion ; and 
the Care of his Flock was always 


neareſt his Heart; yet rather 


than violate his Conſcience by 
transferring his Allegiance, he 


choſe to leave both himſelf and 


them, to the Protection of the 
Almighty. : 

So when the Prince of Orange 
came over, and the Revolution 


was grounded on the Abdication 


of King James, the Biſhop reti- 
red; and as ſoon as King William 
was ſeated on the Throne, and

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be taken to him, he, for his Re- 
fuſal being deprived by the State, 
did relinquiſh his Revenue, (tho 
not his Care) with as clear a 
Conſcience, and as generous a 


Mind, as that by which it was 


once beſtowed on him. 
At the Time of his being 


made Biſhop, Mr. Francis Mor- 


ley, Nephew to the foremention'd 
Biſhop, knowing how little he 
had provided for ſuch an Expence, 
as attends the Entry and Conti- 
nuance in ſuch a Chair, molt ge- 
nerouſly ofter'd, and lent him a 


conſiderable Sum to defray his 


Expences, and furniſh him with 
an Equipage, as his Station re- 
quired : Which he would often 
mention with a grateful Acknow- 
ledgment, expreſſing a particular 
Satisfaction, when he found him- 
ſelf in a Condition to diſcharge 

the 
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the Debt. And he was often by 
Dr. Thomas Cheyney (one of his 
Chaplains, to whom I am oblig'd 
for many of the Particulars which 
frame this Account ) obſerv'd to 
complain, that for this very Rea- 
fon no great Matter D to be ex- 
peded from him ; as thinking him- 
ſelf obliged to be juſt, before he 
could be charitable. But here, 
if any ſhould expect Extrava- 
gance, in that having enjoy d 
ſuch Preferments he was ſtill 
poor, it muſt be obſerv'd, that, 
if there can be an Extravagant 
in Good Works, he was ſuch, in 
that moſt Excellent Gift of Cha- 
rity. His whole Fortune lying 
in his Preferments, thoſe of his 
Relations who were neceſſitous, 
(but whom he could never re- 
gad the leſs for their being ſo ) 
= were a continual Drain upon his 
Revenue: And he ſeem'd to joy, |

Plenty, not more for their own 
Well-being, than that thereby he 
was at Liberty to diſperſe the 
Remainder of his Income, to ne- 
ceſſitous Strangers.

(hilt ther to all the Sons and Daughters 
of Affliction. His Charity was ſo 
5 extenſive, that having once, while 
il 5 in the See of Bath and Wells, re- 
(111-8 ceiv'd a Fine of Four Thouſand 
Whit Pounds, great Part of it was gi- 
ven to the French Proteſtants; 
and fo little Regard had to future 
N Contingencies, that when he was 
1 deprivd by the State, ( which 
1: was not long after ) all his Ef- 
Wh feats, after the Sale of all his 
Goods, excepting his Books, 
(which he never ſold) would 
amount to no more than Seven 
* Pounds. Which with

So calling at Long- Leate on 
Saturday, in his Way thither, he 
ſpent that Evening in adjuſting 
ſome Papers; all the next Day 
he confined himſelf to his Cham- 
ber, and on Monday he was con- 
fined to his Bed; till on the 
Monday following, (vix.) March 
19. 1710. his Soul was ſet free. 
He was remarkably patient in 
his 
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his Sickneſs; and when upon 
his own Enquiry of his Phyfici- 
an, how many Days he thought 
he might probably live, deſiring 
him to ſpeak plainly and freely 
and telling him he had no Rea- 


ſon to be afraid of dying ; and 


being by him anſwered , About 
Two or Three Days; his only 
Reply was (his uſual Expreſſion,

And Daniel 

the Man greatly beloved, was Favourite 

and Miniſter to at leaſt Five Great Em- 

perors of the World : I fay, at leaſt Five; 

becauſe, if it were proper to entertain 

this Auditory with the Perplexities in 

this Part of Chronology, from the diffe-

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rent Enumerations which are given of 
the Babylonian Kings, I might reckon 
more than Five: But in regard the Sa- 
cred Hiſtory mentions no more, I ſhall 
confine my {elf to that Number. 

OF theſe Five, Three were Kings of 
Babylon ; which are all intimated by the 
Nebuchadnezsar , he predicts, that aff v. 7. 
Nations ſhould ſerve him, and his Son, 
and his Son's Son, until the time of bis 
Land come Where Three only are 
mention'd ; the Firſt of whom is Ne- 
buchadnezzar, who had a particular 
Favour for Daniel, above his Three Fel- 
low Captives, and therefore gave him 
the moſt Honourable Name, Belteſhaz- Dan. 12: 

Sar A Name which ſeems appropriate 7- 
to the Royal Family, and is either the 
ſame, or very little different from Bel. Chap. 3 
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who afterwards ſucceeded in the 'Em- 
pire : And that which render'd the Fa- 
vour much greater, was, that he call'd 
him Belteſhazzar from the Name of his chap. 4: 
God, of his great God Bel: Nay, ſo . . 
fix d was the Kindneſs the King bare 
him, that when his Three Friends were

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Inage, Daniel, who without all doubt 
abhorred that Idolatry as well as they, 
was yet too dear to the King, to run the 
ſame Fate; and he ſtood exempt from 
that Fiery Trial , from that Inhuman 
Condemnation. 
NoR was he only Nebuchadnezzar's 
Favourite, but his Miniſter too; for he 
made him a Great Man, and gave him 
many great Gifts, and made him Ruler 
over the whole Province of Babylon, and 
Chief f the Governors over all the Wiſe 
Men of Babylon. More than this, at 
Daniel's Requeſt, to whom, it ſeems he 
could deny nothing, he ſet his Three 
dear Aſſociates, Shadrach, Meſhach, and 
Abednego, over the Affairs of the Pro- 
vince of Babylon. BY 
Bu r we cannot take the true Height 
of that Favour, and of that Truſt 
which Daniel had, unleſs we eſtimate it 
from the Greatneſs and Dominion of 
the King he ſerv'd : Greatneſs which 
reach'd unto Heaven, and Dominion 
which ſpread to the End of the Earth. 
Inſomuch that God is ſaid, to give him 
a Kingdom, and Majeſty, and Glory, and 
Honour; and for the Majeſiy God gave 
bim, all People, and Nations, and Lan- 
guages, trembled, and fear d before h _ 
Ton 
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wide he would he ſlew, and ibbom be 


would he kept alibe; whom he would he Chap. 8. 


ſet up, and whom he would he put down. 
Now to be entire Favourite, and Chief 
Miniſter to ſo Univerſal a Monarch as 
this, 1s certainly to be one of the great- 
eſt Subjects that ever was; and to this 
Sublimity of Honour was Daniel ex- 
ale“, £935 ROS 
KING Nebuchadnezzar enjoy'd the 
Monarchy of the World about Forty 
Three Years; and then left it to his Son 
Evil-Merodach, not mentioned by Da- 
niel, poſſibly, becauſe the Prophet had 
no remarkable Vifions during his Reign, 
as he had during the Reigns of - the 
other Emperors. But whatever the Rea- 
fon be, of Daniel's Silence in this Par- 
ticular, he is mentioned in other Places 


of Holy Writ ; and we may reaſonably 


preſume, that the Son could not eaſily 
forget how mightily Daniel had merited 


of his Father, and how uſeful and ne-

And how 
greatly beloved he was by his new 
Maſter, you may eaſily gueſs, by that 
great Sorrow, and Concern, and Zeal 
for his Deliverance, the King ſhewed, 
by his refuſing all Inſtruments of Mu- 
fick, and his being able to take no Reſt, 
whilſt his Beloved Daniel, by an unjuſt 
extorted Sentence, was ſurrendred to 
the Lions; by that exceeding Joy he 
betray'd for his Safety; and by the Ex- 


emplary Vengeance he retaliated on his 


Accuſers, making their very Wives and 
Children ſhare in their Deſtruction. 

 Dax14s having wielded the Impe- 
rial Scepter Eighteen Years, or there- 
abouts, Cyrus invaded his Throne, and 
began a new Monarchy of the Perſians: 
And Daniel is ſaid to proſper under the 
Reign of Cyrus, as well as of Darius. 
And in the Third Year of this Empe- 
ror's Reign, we are ſure that Danie! was 
alive; though how long after, we can- 
not tell: But undoubtedly whilſt he li- 
ved, he had as great Influence ori Cyrus, 
as he had on the former Emperors; and 
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his dexterous Application, together with 
his informing him of thoſe Prophecies 
of Iſaiah, where the Great God of 1ſrael 
had honoured him with the Glorious 
in +4 Appellations of bis Shepherd, and of his 
---45. v 1. Anointed, might in all probability be one 
great Incentive, which God uſed, to ſtir 
up the Spirit of that Infidel Monarch, 

to make that Auſpicious Proclamation 

for the Return of the Captivity, and for 

. the Rebuilding of both the City and 
Ezra i, the Temple. One thing more is very 
v.1, & c. remarkable, that though Daniel was ex- 
ceeded by none, in the zealous Love he 
bore to his own Native Country, and 
was by no means fond of his. Sovereign 
Greatneſs; yet we do not read, he ever 
returned with his Countrymen; but de- 
ny'd himſelf that Conſolation, for his 
Dear Iſrael's ſake; that being his Nati- 
on's Reſident in the Perſian Cyurt, he 
might keep his Intereſt alive, and be 
ready on all Occaſions to negotiate, and 
further their Affairs. . | 
II is now time to reflect, how rare 
and difficult it is, for a Perſon of con- 
{picuous Eminence, to get a. ſure Foot- 
ing in the very Land of his own Nati- 
vity, where Places, and Cuſtoms, and 
Laws are all familiar and natural to 
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him; and where he has ſo many Friends 
and Relations to aſſiſt and ſupport him. 
But when we contemplate Daniel's 


it ſeems to be prodigious, eſpecially con- 
fidering the many Diſadvantages under 
which he lay. He was a Captive, and 
his very Captivity render'd him vile and 
contemptible; he was a Stranger, and 
= yet engroſs'd the higheſt Honours in a 
= Foreign Country , by which he became 
Z obnoxious to a National Envy; he was 
a Few, one who had an utter Antipa- 
thy to the Pagan Idolatry, and was the 
Infidels common Enemy. Now to fee a 
Captive, a Stranger, a Few, both Cour.

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Fate fell Three ſeveral Times in Labour 
of new Empires; to feel none of thoſe 
Pangs and Convulſions under which all 
the World beſides did groan; to ſtand 
unſhaken , when the Publick ſuffered fo 
many Univerſal Earthquakes; for a Hebrew 
Slave to be ſo greatlyBelovedand Honoured 
by ſo many Heathen Emperors, for about 
90 Years together, and in that Time to 
ſee the Ruin and the Reſurrection of his 
own Native Country ; more than this, 
to be ordained by propitious Heaven on 
purpoſe , by his Intereſt in thoſe Empe- 
rors, to be his Country's Patron in Mi- 
ſery, its Advocate under Oppreſſion, its 
Deliverer out of Captivity, and its Re- 
ſtorer to its priſtine Glory ; 1s certainly 
to be ſuch a Courtier, and Favourite, and 
Miniſter, as no Period of Time could 
ever ſhew ſuch another; and Daniel 
was all this, who like an Intelligence, 
was ever moving his Sphere , and ever 
1mmoveable himſelf. 

 THrus was Daniel, a Man greatiy 
beloved by Kings; and ſo he was by the 
People too: The Hiſtory of Suſanna 
expreſly ſays, That from that Day forth, 


Daniel was had in great Reſnitation in :

he was in Univerſal Eſteem, all tlie Time 


he liv'd. For at that Time, when he gave 
Judgment on the Two Elders, he was 


but a young Youth, about Twelve Years 


old, if ſome of the Ancients may be 


believed ; and the Fewiſp Hiſtorian af- 


firms, that Daniel had that great Hap- 


pineſs all his Life long, to be honoured, 


not only by Kings, but by the People 
700 ;, nay, fo conſtant and notorious a 
Favourite he was, both to the Prince, 
and to the whole Empire, that as Nebu- 
chadneggar chang'd his Name from Da- 
niel to Belteſhazzar ;, ſo the Angel Ga- 
briel ſeems to change his Name once 
more, from Belteſhazzar to the Man 
greatly Beloved; for ſo he is there called, 
O Man, greatly beloved. = 
Bur that which crowns all, is this, 
That when he had ſerv'd Three Mighty 
Monarchies, with Five the greateſt Mo- 
narchs in the World, for fo many Years 


together, his Death, after a- very buſy 


Life, was moſt Pacifick and Honourable ; 
and after his Death, his Memory was 
precious and eternal : He died as great 
as he lived ; for either he was buried in 
2 moſt Magnificent Tower of his own 
Building at Ecbatan in Media, where 
the Metran, and Perſian, and Parthian

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Kings, were ever after ambitious to be ; 
interr'd; or, as others affirm, he was 
buried at Babylon in the very Imperial 
Sepulchre; the greateſt Monarchs 
eſteeming his Neighbourhood in the ve- 
ry Grave the higheſt of all Honours, 
hoping that his Sacred Aſhes might hal- 
low theirs. 

AND yet for Daniel to be the Par- 
ling of ſo many Mighty Kings, and of 
ſo many Mighty Kingdoms, was infi- 
nitely ſhort of that incomparable Felici- 
ty lie had, to be the peculiar Favourite 
of Heaven; in which reſpe&, he was 
moſt eminently the Man greatly beloved, 
For if to receive the greateſt Favours 
from God, that mortal Man is capable 
of receiving, be an Argument of God's 
Love, then was Dauiel belov'd, ereath 
below'd by God, 

IT was this Love of God, which made 
his greatly Belov'd Daniel proſperous i in 
Adveriry , that gave him Freedom in 
Captivity, Friendſhip among Enemies,

ALL theſe wonderful Vouchſafe- 
ments from Above to Daniel, though 


they were moſt Illuſtrious Demonſtrati- 


ons that he was greatly Beloved, yet they 
were indulg'd 12 for the ſake of Bb 
as well as for his own : There is there- 
fore one more Illuſtrious than all theſe, 


and that is a Favour which God beſtows 


on but very few, and on none but great 
Saints, who are greatly beloved; and 
Death, and is the very Top Bleſſing of 
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which Man is capable in this Life, the 
higheſt Bliſs on this ſide Heaven; and 
that is, an Abſolute Aſſurance of a Glo- 
rious Immortality; and ſuch an Aſſu- 
rance as this, had the Beloved Daniel : 
For the Angel having diſcours'd to him 
of the Reſurrection of thoſe that ſleep in 
Chap- 12. the Duſt, and of their awaking to ever- 
2.13. laſting Life; adds, Go thy way till the 
End be : For thou ſhalt reſt, and fland 
in the Lot at the End of the Days. O 
the unutterable Felicity of This Man, 
thus greatly Beloved by God ! whilſt the 
Generality of Saints ſigh under their 
Fleſh and Blood, which clogs, and loads 
and depreſſes them; whilſt the Penitent 
are ſtill begging their Pardon, and the 
Humble full of Fears and Miſgivings, 
by reaſon of their numerous Failings; 
whilſt the Beſt of them all ſee Heaven 
only through a Glaſs darkly, and at a 
diſtance, and can reach no higher in this 
World; than Hope, and Deſire, and Re- 
liance on God's Promiſe, and patient 
Expectation; Daniel, the Man greatl 
Beloved, has an Angel ſent on purpoſe 
by God, to aſſure him of his Lot in a 
Glorious Eternity, and that his Manſjon 
there was prepar d and hrighten'd to re- 
ceive him: And yet this is not all; 2 
5 0 FFF 
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nel was not only affur'd of Future Glo- 
ry, but of a greater Degree of Glory 
than others had: For having made it his 
Great Buſineſs here below to love God 
himſelf, and Greatly to love him, and to 
excite others to love God as Greatly as 
he lov'd:him, he was to have a more 


ſublime Exaltation in Bliſs than ordina- 


ry ; the Greater his Love was, the near- 
er was he to be ſeated to the Throne of 


God his Beloved; and having turn d ma- 


ny to Righteouſneſs, be was to ſhine as 
the Stars for ever and ever. 

IF ever then there was a Happy Man 
on Earth, Daniel was the Man; who li- 
ved Beloved, Greatly Beloved by Five 
Mighty Monarchs ; Greatly Beloved by 
his own People; Greatly Beloved b 
Three Foreign Nations; and Greatly 
Beloved by God; and after a Long, a 
Happy, an Honourable Life, died a 
Peaceable and Lamented Death, with 
full Aſſurance of God's Favour, was bu- 
ried in the Royal Sepulchre, and left an 
Immortal, Bleſſed Memory behind him 
in the World, and aſcended to Glory, 
to a ſuperlative Degree of Glory in the 


Kingdom of Heaven. Who is there 


that does not above all things defire to 
live and dye like this Man, Greatly Be- 
loved ?

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loved ? Who is there that is not impa- 
tient to know the peculiar Maxims by 
which Daniel conducted his Life, and 
by which he became ſo univerſally, ſo 
Greatly Beloved by God and Man? 
IF then you would learn Daniel's Se- 
cret, that powerful Inflammative and 
Preſervative of Love, which Daniel had, 
and which made him, according to the 
Text, underſtood in a Paſſive Senſe, a 
Man Greatly Beloved ; Take the very 
ſame Expreſſion in an Active Senſc, and 
then you have it; he did Greatly Love, 
and therefore he was (Greatly Beloved : 
That was all the Court-Cunning, all the 
Philtre that Daniel had: It is Love that 
molt naturally attracts Love ; and from 
this Love he is call'd, 2 Man of De- 
fires ;, of Deſires for the Glory of God, 
and for the Welfare of King and Peo- 
ple: Still -I am ſhort ; he was a Man 
Full of Defires ; fo full, that he was 
made up of De/irgs, he was all Defires 3 
for ſo the Original emphatically ſtiles 
him, Thou art Deſires. oer 
Bux to deſcend to Particulars ; it is 
very obſervable, that the Preparation he 
had for a Court Life was Affliction: 
He had from his Childhood a great 
Share in the Calamity of his Countrey;

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and in the Firſt Year of Nebuchadnez- Chap. 1. 
Zar, and the Third of Jehoiakim, a- * 


bout Eighteen Years before the Deſtru- 
ion of the City and Temple under Ze- 
dekias, and the Total Captivity of Ju- 
dah began, he was carried Captive into 
Babylon, as another Joſeph ſent afore by 
God to be the Father of his Countrey: 
And Captivity was the more inſupporta- 
ble to him, being a Prince, of a Great 
Spirit, and born to Command ; and to 
ſee himſelf a Slave to an Inſulting Infi- 
del, muſt needs be one of the moſt out- 
ragious Afflictions that could poſſibly be- 
fal him. But it is an uſual Method with 
God to lay the Foundation of a great 
Sanctity in Affliction: Affliction, which 


made laſting Impreſſions of his Depen- 


dance on God, and kindled a fervent 
Devotion , which melted him into a 
compaſſionate Charity, and ſank him in- 
to a profound Humility : Affliction, 
which taught him betimes Reſignation to 
the Divine Will, the Vanity of the 
World, and the Uncertainty of Great- 
neſs ; that happily prevented the Aſ- 
faults of Youthful Luſt, and by the Ex- 
perience he felt of gracious Supports, 
and endearing Conſolations, charm'd 
him to make God his Firſt 'and Only

THus prepar'd by God's Paternal 
Care, accuſtom'd to the Yoke from his 
Youth, and arm'd againſt all the Ghoſt-

and being entirely prepoſſeſs d withi the 


Love of God, never any Young Noble

Reſolution than did Young Damel , and 
that was, to live in the King's Palace an 
Aſcetick and a Saint, 3s well as a Cour- 
tier, and never wilfully to offend God, 
his Greatly Beloved.

King's Meat, nor with the Wine that he 


drank + Leſt he thould either eat Meats 
forbidden by the Law, or confecrated 
to the Idol Bel, or be tempted to Ex- 
ceſs. And *tis incredible to think, how 


ſuch an Abſtinence as this, ( which the 


Church now recommends to our Pra- 


ice ) did naturally fit him for his Se- 
cular Employment: Since our common 
Obſervation teaches us, that nothing 


more clouds our Underſtandings, and 
indiſpoſes us for Buſineſs; nothing does 
more debaſe a Great Man, or makes a 
Wiſe Man look more like a Fool, or

Contempt of the meaneſt of their Ser- 
vants, or ſupplies more Fuel to Brutith 
and wandring Senſuality, or more cer- 
tainly dilapidates their Eſtates , or is 
more deſtru&ive to their Health, than 
the Surfeits of Intemperance ; which 
Abſtinence does either prevent, or cor- 
rect. 

ABSTINENCE, the beſt Defenſative 
a Chriſtian can have : Abſtinence , that 
preſerv'd Young Daniel ſafe , amidſt Al- 
lurements more formidable than the 
rav'ning Lyons in their Den; and tho 
he was very Young and very Beautiful 
withal, fit to be both Tempter and Tem- 
ptation; tho this Young Beautiful Prince 
liv'd in the greateſt Favour and Honour, 
Affluence and Authority, in Three the 


== moſt Luxurious Courts in the whole 
World; yet he liv'd untainted, he liv'd 
always in the fiery Furriace, and not fo 
much as the Smell of Fire paſs'd on him, 
but he ſtill kept his Virgin Love for 
God, his Greatly Beloved; Ss certain it 
is, that nothing more coriduces to the 


Health and Vivacity, and Purity, both 
of Mind and Body, than to feed now 
and then ( eſpecially at ſuch a ſolemn 
Time as this) on lte, like Daniel;

cerning the Secret; and when his Pray: 
ers were heard, he took as much Care to 
give God Thanks, as he had done to 
Pray; he aſcrib'd all to God, and no- 
thing to himſelf, and bleſſed the God of 
Heaven.

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Bread, neither came Fleſh or Wine into 


his Mouth; neither did he anoint himſelf 


at all, till three whole Weeks were ful- 


filled. Nothing is more plain than this, 


that Daniel did not think the bare ab- 
ſtaining from Fleſh to be Faſting, when 


in the mean time we indulge our ſelves 


in all the moſt palatable Wines, all the 
Delicacies of Fiſh, and all the Luxury 
of Banquets. This is a licentious Noti- 


on, which roſe by the Decay of Chri- 


ſtian Piety. When he faſted, his Diet 
was Afflicting, and ſuch as became a 


Mourner; not to humour, but to cha- 


ſtize Nature; not to pamper his Appe- 
tite, but merely to appeaſe it. The An- 
cient Chriſtians knew no ſuch Diſtincti- 


on between Fiſh and Fleſh; their Len- 


ten- fare was Bread, and Water, and Salt; 
and their firſt Meal on Faſting Days, 
was not till the Evening. | 

I MENTION this Example, to ſhew 
you what the Ancients thought Faſting, 
and how they/ kept Lent : I do not ex- 
hort you to follow them any further, 
than either our Climate, and our Con- 


ſtitutions will bear; but we may eaſily 


follow Daniel, in abſtaining from Wine, 


and from the more pleaſurable Meats; 


and ſuch an Abſtinence as this, mays

ciſe of a Primitive Spirit, during all the

FOR what 1s Lent, in its Original 

Inſtitution, but a Spiritual Conflict, to 


ſubdue the Fleſh to the Spirit, to beat 
down our Bodies, and to bring them in- 


to Subjection? What is it, but a Peni- 
tential Martyrdom for ſo many Weeks 
together, which we ſuffer for our own, 
and others Sins? A Devout Soul, that 
is able duly to obſerve it, faſtens himſelf 
to the Croſs on Aſomedne ſday, and hangs 
crucify'd by Contrition all the Lenz 
long; that having felt in his Cloſet, the 
Burthen and the Anguith, the Nails and 
the Thorns, and taſted the Gall of his 
own Sins, he may by his own Crucifixi- 
on, be better diſpos'd to be crucify'd 
with Chriſt on Good-Friday, and moſt 
tenderly to ſympathize with all the Do- 
lours, and Prefſures, and Anguiſh, and 


Torments, and Deſertion, Infinite, Un- 


known, and Unſpeakable, which God 
Incarnate endured, when he bled upon 
the Croſs for the Sins of the World; 
that being purify d by Repentance, and 
made conformable to Chriſt Crucify'd, 
he may offer up a pure Oblation at 

"MJ Eaſter, 
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Eaſter, and feel the Power, and the 
Joys, and the Triumph of his Saviour's 
Reſurrection. And to.encourage you to 
ſuch a Devotion, thus . enforc'd. with 
Faſting, and Mourning, and Alms, as 
was this of Daniel, reflect on the won- 
derful Succeſs. he found; for when he 
began his Supplications, the Angel Ga- 
briel was ſent to him by Gods, and arri- 
ved before he had ended them; and by 
that Heavenly Meſſenger, God then ho- 
noured him with that Glorious Prophecy 
of the Seventy Weeks: And the Pro- 
phet Ezekiel joins Daniel with Noah and 
Job, as the Three greateſt Inſtances of 
Prevalence with God, that ever pray'd. 
You have ſeen, how Daniel ſerv'd 
his God; and you are next to ſee, how 
he ſerv'd his Prince, I may add, the 
People too; for the Prince and the Peo- 
ple have but one common. Intereſt, which 
is the Publick Proſperity; and none can 
ſerve the Prince well, but he does ſerve 
the People too: And Daniel ſerv'd his 
Prince, and not himſelf; the Love of 
God had given him an utter Contempt 
of the World. And this made him de- 
ſpiſe Belſbaggar's Preſents, Thy Gifts be 
to thy ſelf, and give thy Rewards to ano- 
ther; to ſhew, that it was a Cordial 
| © mY R wal 
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Zeal for the King, and not Self Intereſt, 


that inclin'd him to his Service. This 


was evident in all his Miniſtry; inſo- 
much, that when the Medzan Preſidents, 
and Princes, combined in his Deſtructi- 


on, he had ſo induſtriouſſy done the 
King's Buſmeſs, was ſo remarkably Righ- 
TZeous a Perſon, ſo faithful in the Diſ- 
charge of his Duty , both to King and 
People, fo beneficial to all, and offenſive 
to none, ſo remote from all Flattery, fo 
Courag1ous, on juſt and fit Occaſions, in 
warning his Great Maſters of their 
Dangers, and minding them of their 
Duty; he had ſo univerſal a Benignity 
to all, fo fincerely ſought the Good of 
Babylon, was ſo forward to reſcue an 
injur'd Innocence, as he did Suſanna ; 
ſo tender of Men's Lives, that he was 
never at reſt, till he fav'd all the Wife 
Men of Babylon, when the Decree was 
gone out for their Maffacre; fo careful 
of their Peace and Proſperity, that he 

ſat in the Gate of the King, to hear eve- 
ry Man's Cauſe, and with great Patience 
and Aſſiduity to do ſuſtice to all: He 
had behav'd himſelf ſo irreproachably, 
that they could find no Occaſion, nor 


Fault in him, concerning the Kingdom; 


foraſmmch 45 he was. faithful, neither 
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dꝛuas there any Error, or Fault, found in 
him. "0 


Fox this Reaſon, when no Accuſa- 
tion, no Slander, could ſtick on him 
from the Law of the Land, the Conſpi- 
rators reſolve to take Advantage againſt 
him from the Law-of his God; and put 
Darius upon making that impious Decree, 
Ch. s. v.7. That whoever ſhould as any Petition of | 
God, or Man, for Thirty Days together, | 
ſave of the King, ſhould be caſt into the | 

Den of Lions. It was a Decree, which 

was one of the greateſt Pieces of Flat. 

tery 1maginable : Nothing could better 

pleaſe a proud Infidel King, than to be 
Deify'd. It was the moſt opportune 

Device in the World, to try whether 
the Babylonians would pay an entire 
Obedience to their new. Median Empe- Me 
ror: It was a Kind of Idolatry, the | 
moſt plauſible that could be invented. 
To worſhip an Idol, ſuch as Bel, or ſuch

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ſink the Worſhipper infinitely below 
the Beaſt he worſhipp'd: But to wor- 
ſhip a King, that is much more defenſible ; 
the very Statues of Kings have been 
venerated, even by Chriſtians, and met 


with ſolemn Proceſſions, and plac'd in 
their very Temples; inſomuch, that 
from the Honour there paid to the Ima- 


ges of Emperors, an Analoglical Infe- 


rence was afterwards made, for the in- 


troducing of the Images of Saints and 
Martyrs into Churches. But to worſhip 
the King himſelf, ſeems much more al- 


lowable, eſpecially ſuch a King, the 
greateſt Monarch on Earth, who has 


Power of Life and Death, who in Do- 
minion, in Rewards and Puniſhments, 
was the livelieſt Image of God in the 
World; who was able to hear and grant 


the Petitions there offer'd him: If any 


Idolatry can be excuſable or venial, it is 


certainly this. And nothing could ever 
be thought on, ſo enſnaring to Daniel, 
as this Project of the Median Princes. 
Not to worſhip the King, had been to 
ſhew him a Perſonal Diſhonour ; and it 
was grievous for Daniel perſonally to af- 
front Darius, who had been ſo Gracious, 


and indulgent a Maſter to him. Not ta 


pray to God for Thirty Days together 
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and yet to pray to the King in his Head, 1 


had been all the while to renounce God. | 
and to exalt a Creature into his Throne, 
On the one Hand, the Den and the Li. 
ons threaten him on the other, the 
Bottomlefs Pit, and the Damn'd Spirits. 
IN this Streight ! in which Daniel was, 
Could no Expedient be found? Whit if 
he fiad worthipped the King, that Wor- 
ſnip might be interpreted Allegiance, ra- 
ther than 1dolatry ; or it was only wor- 
ſhipping God in the King, that repre- 
ſented him; or he mig ht for Thirty 
Days together, Pein the King to 
repeal his ungodly Decree; and to wor- 
ſhip the true God : ; and all the time, ſe- 
cretly, and in a Corner, or u wel 
he might have worſhi pp'd God; 
one of theſe Expedients had recchell 
all, had gratify'd the King, ſecured Da- 
viel, and defeated all his Enemies.

Contrivances, and the Uncertainties of 
all Worldly Succeſs; and therefore 
taught him, greatly to adore that All- 
wiſe Almighty Providence, which holds

Ir was then the Church of Judah, 
of whom, and to whom, the Prophet 
ſpake ; and more than that, it was to 


the Reformed Church of Fudah. For 


though Micah propheſied in the Days 


of Fotham and Abaæ, as well as of He- 
zekiah ;, yet this latter Part of the Pro- 


phecy was utter'd in the Days of King 


Hezekiah,- as we learn from the Prophet | 
Jeremy, who makes mention of the x 2th | 
Verſe of the 34 Chapter, as ſpoken in | 
that King's Time; and in all probability, 
ſo was all that follows, and ſpoken after 
the Captivity of the Ten Tribes, which 
fell out in the Sixth Year of his Reign 7 | 
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And *tis evident to all, who read the Sa- 


cred Story, that King Hezekiah was a 
moſt Illuftrious Reformer of God's 
Church, as was Fotham before, and Fo- 
ſas after him. x 1 

As the Prophet directed his Diſcourſe 
to the Church, to the Reform'd Church 
in general ; fo he apply'd himſelf to all 
Degrees of Men in particular. He 


8 preach'd not only to the People, and to 
the Prieſts, but to the Court; Ts the 


Heads of the Houſe of Facob, and to 
the Princes of the Houſe of Iſ#ael, Ch. 3. 
v. 9. Nay, to King Hezekiab himſelf; 
in whoſe Rader as the Prophet Jere- 
my informs us, Chap. 25. v. 18. he de- 
liver'd that direful Prophecy, Therefore 
ſball Zion, for your ſake, be plowed as a 
Field, 1 ſhall become Heaps, 
and the Mountain of the Houſe, as the 
High Places of the Foreſt, Chap. 3. v. 12. 
7 the Court, of

v. 8. And that Aſſiſtance of God's Spi- 


rit made him wonderfully ſucceſsful; in-

and the Lord repented him of the Evil 
which he had pronounced againſt them.

Happy was it for the Prophet, that he 
had the Opportunity of Pteaching to the 
King himſelf.

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You all know, that che whole 
Church of Judah was by Hezekiab re- 
form'd from Idolatry, and had the true 
Worſhip of God reſtor'd, and all Sorts 
of People ſeem'd with great Readineſs to 
contribute to that Reformation ; not only 
the Priefts, but the People, and the Prin- 
ces, all ſbem d a vigorous Zeal in all the 
Cities of Fudah, breaking down the 
Images, and cutting down the Groves, 
and throwing down the High Places and 
Altars, and offering very Tiberalh to the 
Service of the Tom But even in this 
good King's Days, though they were 
reform'd in their Faith, and in the Pub- 
lick Worthip, the Generality of them 
were {till unreform'd in their Lives. 
And yet as wicked as they were, they 
thought themſelves very ſecure from 
God's Anger. A ſtrange Stupidity had 
poſſeſsd them to that Degree, that they 
lean'd upon the Lord, and ſaid, Is not 
the Lord among s? No Evil can come 
pon 15, Of all this the Prophet fre- 
quently in this Prophecy, and in this 
very Chapter, ſadly complains, lament- 
ing the Univerſal Corruption of Man- 
ners, which he faw in the People, in 
the Princes, in the Prieſts, in all Orders 
of Men, andthreatning very ſore Judg- 
ments to their Impenitences YET 
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- YET ſtill, by the great Goodneſs of 
God, there was in this, and in the fol- 
lowing Reigns, which were all wicked 
and irreligious, except that of  Zo/zas, 
among a great Number of Apoſtates to 
Idolatry , a Remnant left. There were 
ſome Gleanings of good Men, who took 
Warning from the Prophet , and from 
the Captivity of the Ten Tribes; who 
wiſely learn d Repentance from the wo- 
ful Experience of their Captive Neigh- 
bours, and kept alive that Reformation, 
which had been ſo happily begun. The 
Prophet ſaw, that on ſuch as theſe his 
Sermons had their defir'd Effect; and 
profeſſes, That his Words did good to 
him, that walk'd uprightly, Chap. 2. v. 7: 
And 'tis of ſuch as theſe, *tis of this

He draws her Calamity, IE 
in the Firſt; her Behaviour under it, in 
the Second; and her Deliverance from 
it, in the Third.

1. HE draws her firſt like a Captive, 
like a Captive Woman ſitting in the Duſt; 
in a diſconſolate forlorn Condition, be- 
wailing her Captivity. And the Parti- 
culars out of which this mournful Idea 
is compoſed, 1s couch'd in theſe Expreſ- 
ſions: Her Enemy, her Enemy rejoicing, 
her Fall, her ſitting in Darkneſs, and the 
Indignation of the Lort. 
IF you pleaſe then to liſten. to the 
Lamentations of Captive Judah, you 
will hear her begin them with O mine 
Enemy : And great Reaſon ſhe had ſo to 
do. For her Enemy, or rather Enemies, 
the Singular being here put for the Plu- 
ral, were very numerous, and in all re- 


ſpects very formidable; more Nations than 


one were immediately combin'd in her 
Ruin; and particularly the Babylonians, 
and the Edomiter, who are chiefly re- 
mark ' d in Holy Scripture. 
THe Babylonians were a Migbty Na- 


tion, whoſe Quiver was as an open Se- 


pulchre ;, and they were all Mighty Men, 


who would eat up all the Harveſt, the 
Flocks and the Herds, the Vines and the 
Fig-trees, and impoveriſh all the Fenced 
Cities, -wherein'Tudab truſied, with the 


Sword, They were cruel, and would 
few no Mercy; a bitter and haſty Nati-

AND yet this Calamity, as great, as 
general as it was, did in this. receive a 
very doleful e that it was not 
only great, but laſting: Judah did not 
only Fall, was not only in Darkneſs, 
which in Holy Scripture fignifies a very 
heavy Affliftion ; but the was to Sir, to 
continue in Darkneſs : For Sitting im- 
plies Continuance. Her Captivity, reck-

And the Anger, 
much more the Indignation of God, has 
ſuch a Confluence of Terrors in it, of 
Terrors in Body, and in Soul, of Ter- 
rors Particular and National, of Ter- 
rors Temporal and Eternal, that had 
Judah never had Enemy, had Fudah 
never fallen, had Judah never ſat in

Attl⸗ Moment, until the Indignation be 
overpaſt. The Indignation laſted but 
for a Moment, but for a little Moment; 
and God was ſo infinitely tender of 
his Church , that he gave Warning of 
the Indignation before it came, and 
Warning of the Critical, Dangerous lit- 
tle Moment, when it was to come; àtid 
would not, for * one little Moment;

Shelter, that the Indignation could not 7 
reach it. Since then the Paternal In. 
dulgence of God levell'd his Judgments 


to Fudab's Strength, and fuſtain'd her

well might ſhe reſolve, as bitter as the

was. For the Prophet Feremy had told

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People, to cure them of Idolatry, to 
ſcatter ſome Beams of Saving Know- 
ledge, ſome Notices of the true God 
among the Gentiles, and ſome prepara- 
tory Intimations of the future Meſſius; 
for theſe, and tlie like moſt Holy, Wiſe, 
and Gracious Purpoſes, had ſo decreed 
it. And there was nothing left for 
Judah, but an entire Acquieſcence in, 
and Reſignation to the Divine Will ; 
and patiently, without murmuring, to 
wait on God, and to attend his Time, 
which is always beſt for us, always bet- 


ter than to chuſe for our ſelves. And 


this was her daily Practice, as ſhe pro- 
feſſes, v. 7. I will Ivok unto the Lord 
I will wait for the God of my Salvation: 


My God will hear me. And while the 


was thus waiting on God, for a Return 
of her Prayers, all Holy Perſons who 
died in Captivity , died with the Satif: 


faction of Moſes ; they had a joyful 
Profpe& of the Promiſed Land, tho' 


they did not live to enter it; but in- 


ſtead of the Earthly Feruſalem , they 
both ſaw, and enter'd the Heavenly.

defign'd him. And therefore God com-

Babylon; and affur'd them, that if they 
ſerv'd him, they ſhould live. And they 
were to pray for the Peace f that City; 
'F that in the P EACE thereof 2 they might 
babe Peace. So that all Judah was en- 
join'd by God, patient Submiſſion to 
that King. They were to ſubject their 
Perſons to the Babyloniſh Government, 
but not to proſtitute their Conſciences 
to the Babyloniſh Idolatry, whenſoever 
the Commands of God, and of the King 
of Babylon, ſtood in Competition. To 
have then obey'd the King, had not 
been Allegiance, but Apoſtaſy. In ſuch 
Caſes, the true Iſraelites would always 
be Martyrs, but never Rebels ; They re- 
ſolutely choſe to obey God, and pati- 
ently to ſuffer the Lion's Den, the fiery

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Arm of Fleſh, and put themſelves whol- 
And the cloſer they ſhelter'd themſelves 


Armour, and thrown away their Swords, 


Furnace, and the Extremity of the King's 
How difficult ſoever this Command 
of Patient Submiſſion at - firſt ſeem'd, 
their Security manifeſtly lay in its 
punctual Obſervation. For by their pa. 
tient Submiſſion , they renounc'd all 
Carnal Expedients ; they renounc'd the 


under God's immediate Protection: 


under the Almighty's Wings, the ſafer 
til they were. Having put off their 


in entire Obedience to God ; the Lord 
of Hoſts was their Guard, and their 
Champion. Their own Human Coun- 
ſels and Attempts, might have prov'd as 
unſucceſsful, as they were unlawful; and 
might have doubled their Miſeries: But 
in God's Hands they were ſafe ; Putting 
their full Truſt in him, they were ſure 
never to be confounded. God readily Þ 
eſpous'd their Cauſe ; and within about | 
50 Years after the Burning of Ferwſa- 
lem, retaliated upon Babylon all the Evils 

ſhe had brought on his People, and that 
in a much more plentiful Meaſure, than 

ever he ſufter'd her to mete to Fredab. 
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TRE Judgment God executed for 
his People, was in all Circumſtances 
moſt remarkable. For Vengeance ſur- 
priz'd Babylon, when the Great Belſbass- 

zar, and his Court and his Concubines, 
were gorging themſelves at a Luxuri- 
ous, Idolatrous Feaſt ; drinking them- 
ſelves drunſ in the V. ofſels of the Temple, 
and wallowing in their own loathſome 
Vomits. It was then the King ſaw the 
fatal Hand-writing on the Wall; 48 
which his Countenance fell and 
Thoughts troubled him, od the 
of dis Loins were hoſed, and his 1 — 
ſmote one apainſt another, Then it was, 
in the Depth of their Security , in the 
Dead of the Night, that elſhazgar 
was ſlain, the City was taken, and Da- 


rius ſeiz'd the Kingdom. The Babylo- 
mans were deftroy'd in the Midſt of 2 


Debauch; in the Height of their Im- 
piety they all went drunk to Hell, and 


their Souls and Bodies periſti d both e to-

THUsS Terrible was God's * 
ance on the Babylonians. We muſt next 
ſee, how he executed Judgment for his 
People on the Edomites. The Edomites,

For within about Five 
Years after the Deſtruction of Jeruſa- 
lem, God laid his Vengeance on Edom; 
He executed udgment on Edom for 
Judah, by the Hands of the 2 
bylanians, whom they had a little before 
aſſiſted to deſtroy her. And the Judg- 
ment God executed on Revengeful 

dom was ſo very dreadful and laſting, 


that they are emphatically call'd- the 


People, againſt whom the Lord has In- 


dignation for ever, So little Reaſon had 
Elo to rejoice at the Babylonian Con- 


x queſt ; 
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queſt ; and fo fatally did Edom's Re. 


venge againſt Judah prove, as much her 
> f e 


Puniſhment, as her Sin. 


WHEN God, in reſpe& of Fudah's 
Enemies, had, as her Advocate, plead- 
ed her Cauſe, and, as her Avenger, exe- 
cuted Judgment, and fought for her ; 
Fudah had nothing to do, but to reap 
the Fruits of that Victory God himſelf 
had gain'd in her Behalf. She now re- 
covers her entite Freedom ; and God 
brings her forth to the Light. Hitherto 
ſhe endur'd a long Night of Affliction,

He made her bebold bu 
Righteouſneſs which in Holy Scrip- | 
ture ſignifies Benignity, or — 
as well as Juſtice. And this is the 
Happy Effect of Affliction in all Devout 
People. At firſt God ſeems to act ſe- 
verely towards them; but the Cloud 
by little and little vaniſhes , and the 
Light breaks in upon us ; and upon our 
own Experience we cannot chuſe but 
lay, 1 know, Lord, that thy Fudgments 
are right; and that thou of Ceri Faith 
Fulneſs 54% cauſed me to be troubled. 
Nor have we Reaſon only to ju 
God, but to love him alſo, for bis Me-

As to Edom; Their F ather Eſau is 
made, in the New Teſtament, the Idea 
of a Prophane Perſon, of an Apoſtate, 
of one hated by God, and of a _ 
bate : And God forbid I ſhould beftow- 
ſuch Names as theſe, on any one Com- 
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Bur if we meet with any ſuch in 
the World, who profeſſing Chriſtianity 
in Words, do fo far deny it in their 
Works, as to reach thoſe Characters 
which the Scripture gives of Babylon 
and of Edom; we are to deplore them, 
to pray to God to turn their Hearts, 
and to warn all People to come out from 
them, that they be not Partakers of their 
Sins, and that they recezve not of their 
Plagues. And whenfoever ſuch Ene- 
mies as theſe attempt the Ruin of God's 
Church, our Saviour has taught his 
Followers how to encounter them. Love 
your Enemies; bleſs them'that curſe you ; 
do good to them that hate you , and 
pray for them which een uſe you, 
and perſecute you. St. John has taught 
all Chriſtians how to overcome them; 
by the Blood. of the Lamb , by the Word 
of their Teſtimony, and by not loving 
their Lives unto death, TFudah has 
taught all the Faithful, how to wea- 
ther out a Captivity under them; by 
Repentance and Patient Submiſſion. And 
my Deſign in this Diſcourſe, is, from 
Penitent, Patient, Reform'd Judah, to 
draw an Example for the Reförm'd 
Church of England, as far as their 
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Conditions may any way agree, to imi- 
tate. 


Fon the Example then before 
you of Penitent Fudah, I earneſtly ex- 


hort you to a ſerious and undelay'd Re-

pleas'd to ſend you. I exhort you to

Patient Submiſſion of Penitent Tudab, 


and of the Primitive Saints; was always 
accompany'd., I exhort you to Patient 
Submiſſion to God's Indignation, tho! it 
be great, tho' it be laſting; ſince on this 
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Account, it is the more juſtly proporti- 
on'd to the Greatneſs, and Perpetuity 
of our Sins. I exhort you to bear the 
Indignation of the Lord; to bear it, un- 
til he pleads your Cauſe ; 0 bear it, 
becauſe you have ſinn'd againſt him. But 
to learn Patient Submiſſion perfectly, 1 
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exhort you above all to the Patience of 

| Feſus ;, who when he was reviled , re- 
wviled not again; when be ſuffer'd , he 
threatned not ; but committed himſelf ＋ 
him that judgeth righteouſſ px. 
IN a word, I earneſtly exhort you 

to a Uniform Zeal for the Reformation; 
that as, bleſſed be God, you are happi- 
ly Reform'd in your Faith, and 1n your 
Worſhip , you would become wholly 
Reform'd in your Lives. From ſuch a Þ 
Reformation as this, we may confidemtly 
hope fer a Bleſſmg : And whatſoever Þ 
Enemies our Church may at any time 
have ; ſhould they be as Inſulting as the 

. Babylonian, or as Revengeful as the E. 
domite; nay, ſhould they for a while 
be never ſo Succeſsful; yet Penitent, 
Patient, Reform'd England, may then

. Fnemy : When I fall, I ſhall riſe; when 
T fit in Darkneſs, the Lord ſhall be a
